INTRODUCTION

acceptable formulations the main trends which have emerged from the proposals submitted 
either to the United Nations Sea-Bed Committee or to the Conference itself. 


The fact of including these formulations does not imply any opinion on the degree 
of support they have commanded either in the preparatory stage or in the proceedings of: 
the current session of the Conference. The inclusion of a provision in this paper, 
whether or not one formula appears, does not necessarily imply that there are no other 
opinions concerning these questions or that all delegations agree on the necessity for 
such a provision. | : + < fi 


ALL the wroposais submitted to the United Wations bea-Bed Committee and to the 
Confewence are maintained and may be considered by tnis Committee at anv time. Thus, — 
the preparation of this document and its acceptance by the Committee as a working pape 
in no way signifies that these proposals have been withdrawn. There is no question of 
taking any decisions at the present stame, in accordance with the method of work 
adopted by the Committee at its meéting on 3 July, once this task has been carri 1 
the item will be "frozen" and the Committee will pass on to the next item. Wo decision” 
has to be taken until all the closely interrelated items huve been thoroughly 
discussed. 


Since the purpose of this paper is to focus the discussion of each of the items on 
the fundanental issues, leaving until later the consideration of supplementary rules

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Item 17: Enclosed and semi-enclos¢ ed seas 
PROVISION I 
For the purpose of these aeteias. 


(a) the term "enclosed seat shell refer to a small body of inland waters 


surrounded by two or more States which is connected to the open seas by a narrow outict. 


(b) the term "semi-enclosed sea shall refer to a sea basin located lone the. 
margins of the main ocean basins end Ree by the land territories of two or more 


States. 
PROVISION II 


In regions with special characteristics, sock as semi-enclosed or enclosed seas, 
where it is impossible for coastal States to fix the maximum breadth of their 
territorial seas, the breadth of the said seas shall be determined by agreement between 


the coastal uaILes of the same region.

ocean space lies exclusively through straits connecting two parts of the high seas and 
raditionally used for international navigation shalt enjoy the right of free transit 
for this purpose. 


2. The régime of passage provided for in this article shall, however. be applied 
in wccordance with the following provision: 


(a) During passage, ships shall observe all international regulations concerning 
the prevention of collisions and shall accordingly comply with such traffic separation 
schemes as mey’ derive from this Convention or from’ recommendations by IMCO. ;

5. The régime of innocent passage must be established in such a way as to safeguard 
the legitimate rights and interests cf coastal States with regard, inter alia, to 
national security and safety of navigation.

Ships of all States shail enjoy frecdom of navigation in straits.connecting two 
parts of the high seas, whether they are open seas or semi-enclosed seas.
